Security advice will include information relevant to the client § Heis sion as to whether or not an 
individual is inadmissible to Canada or ineligible for Canadian citize iship. Clients are 
responsible for evaluating all the information related to the overall application and making a 
decision accordingly. 


The Service may also provide information (incidental information) not relating to the security of 
Canada which is relevant to the client’s duties or functions under the Citizenship Act or the 
Immigration and Refugee Protection Act. Clients are responsible for evaluating all the
